Animals are 
especially susceptible to

prostration The inside of a car 
in the summer time can turn 
into an oven 
Regular meals and a balanced 
diet arc also essential to a sue 
eessful trip You may fmd that 
your dog travels best on an 
empty stomach. He may have 
plenty of fresh water and maybe 
a dry biscuit but you can give 
him his main meal at night 
when it is cool and quiet It is

It 
is also not wise to allow him 
to ride with his head out the 
window Many dogs are treated 
each summer for foreign ob­ 
jects in the eyes and ears from 
just such a practice 
Dog Cancers are everywhere 
and many a friendship has been 
started between dog - owners 
who meet on the open road. 
Taking your dog with you on 
tnps can be a little more trouble 
but if you really love him he 
will be much happier with you.
